Indianapolis, 
Sept. 
15. — Publicly 
mark ed a* a defaulter by Governor 
Hanly , David E. Sherick of Nobles 
ville. late y esterday afternoon formal­ 
ly tendered his resignation as auditor 
of state. 
He is alleged to be short 
$145,197.8 0 in his account with the 
state. 
Warren Bigler of Wabash, for­ 
merly secretary of the Republican 
state committee, was immediately ap­ 
pointed to succeed him. 
Sherrick was placed under arrest 
at 1:30 o’clock this morning at his 
home in the Carlcton flats, under a 
formal charge of embezzlement. 
He 
was not tak en to Jail, but remained 
in personal charge of two police offi­ 
cers, pending the outcome of his ef­ 
fort to secure bond. 
An “all around good fellow" politi­ 
cally and socially , the downfall of 
Sherrick created an Immense sensa­ 
tion. Probably no other man In public 
life here is as well k nown or well 
lik ed 
in every corner of Indiana 
Hundreds of his friends are here for 
the state fair and they flock ed to the 
capitol building as soon as they heard 
of the disaster. 
The air of gloom 
there showed what a profound impres­ 
sion the disaster had made. The pub­ 
lic had no intimation cf the «‘rash until 
it came, although Governor Haniy had 
been mak ing a quiet investigation of 
Sherrick 's affairs for nearly a month. 
During the same period Sherrick . who 
is in poor health, made a frantic effort 
to cover, but in vain. Chairman Good­ 
rich of the Republican state commit­ 
tee and a few others who are very 
close friends to Sherrick and the 
governor, tried to arrange for a set­ 
tlement and did succeed in putting off 
the crisis for several day s, but they 
could not mak e 
the scattered ends 
meet and Sherrick was forced to walk 
the plank . 
Governor's Action Criticised. 
It is declared, however, that had 
the governor given him until today 
as he promised in his last cummunica 
tion to him, the disaster might have 
been averted and Sherrick would still 
lie holding his head aloft with the 
public. 
How much truth there was 
for this story is not k nown, hut as It 
spread hitter words were said » gainst 
the governor for not giving him more 
time 
Tho face value of tho notes, securi­ 
ties and prop rties in which Sherrick 
invested the s'ate's money s was $172, 
708 .3-i. 
He his $20.000 belonging to 
the state on , .-posit in a hank at die 
ero. Ind. 
It is said that his friends 
had agreed to tak e up his investments 
for $7."» ,000 and give him that amount 
The $20,000 in the hank would have 
brought the amount up to $95.000. As 
an evidence of the k ind regard In 
which he is h Id by his associates, six 
of them agri ed to subscribe $."» .000 
apiece 
y esterday 
morning, which 
would have brought the total to $12."»,- 
000. 
Last evening, a:, hour after the 
blow fell. \V. S. Wick ard, whose name 
appears on $."» 0,000 worth of Sherrick 's 
notes, appeared at his office with a 
certified check for $10.000 more. Sher- 
riek was within $10.000 then of the 
goal that would have saved his name 
and office, but the governor was unre­ 
lenting in his demand for the resigna­ 
tion, and it was tendered. 
‘‘I learned Wednesday that he would 
not be able to settle today , so I con­ 
cluded there was no use to wait any 
longer in the matter." said the gov­ 
ernor in exnDnation of his action. 
In the list of investments Sherrick 
submitted to .he governor on demand 
on Aug. 26 rre five notes to J. H. 
Murry & Co. 
lim ber dealers here, 
aggregating $'8 ,000. 
They are all in­ 
dorsed by W 
S. Wick ard. financial 
agent and treasurer of the 
c o m p a n y . 
Thor 
was also a rote for $3,000 to 
Wick rd.

SCARLET FEVER

London. S‘>pt. 15.—Reports received 
from Copenhagen today say that some 
of the powers are Intervening to se­ 
cure' a peaceful settlement of the diffi 
cullies between Sweden and Norway . 
No authoritative account has y et been 
issued regarding the progress at Carl- 
stad of the negotiations between tho 
Swedish and Norwegian commission­ 
ers. 
Both the Swedish and Norwegian 
papers regard the crisis as acute. The 
Swedish papers even talk of an ulti­ 
matum and preparations for mobiliza­ 
tion. but though the situation between 
the two countries Is strained it is not 
believed that it will end In war. 
A 
Christiania paper asserts that Norway 
would gladly accept either arbitration 
or mediation, as the Norwegian gov­ 
ernment has a sincere desire to effect 
an understanding with Sweden.

The Commercial Tribune, this morn­ 
ing, say s : President Eugene Zimmer­ 
m an,'of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
Day ton, arrived last night over the 
Erie from the East and retired at once 
to his apartments at the Queen City 
Club without giving out any informa­ 
tion as to the somewhat involved deal 
that is authoratativelv stated to mean 
the sale of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
& Day ton. 
That the road has been sold is made 
plain in this dispatch from New York 
to the Commercial Tribune hist night: 
“ It was officially stated at the office 
of H. B. Hollins & Co. today that the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton A Day ton R ail­ 
way has been disposed of, the purchas­ 
ers not being announced. 
“ It was re]K>rted that the road has 
been bought nominally by the Erie, 
but that the Pennsy lvania and New 
York Central are 
interested in the 
purchase. ’ ’ 
This definite announcement of the 
disi>osal comes after several rumors 
which have it that the sale of the O., 
H. A D. is one feature of a gigantic 
deal involving the entire Great Cen­ 
tral Sy stem. 
The 
conferences 
between 
those 
“ higher up” in the control of the sy s­ 
tem within the past few week s have 
been attended by Mr. Zimmerman, but 
neither from him nor bis associates 
has anv detail of the transactions come. 
The report that when the deal is 
finally 
completed 
Mr. Zimmerman 
will step down and out cf the presi­ 
dency and be succeeded by President 
Joseph Ramsey , Jr., of the Wabash 
sy stem, still persists in financial cir 
cles, and is said to be credited by Wall 
street interests. 
Russell Harding, vice 'president of 
the O., H. & D., returned from the 
East y esterday morning, but contrary 
to expectations, would give out no 
statement as to the status of the C ., 
H. A D.-Pere Marquette sy stem of 
affairs. 
Mr. Harding declared that it was 
not his business to speak concerning 
the questions ] ut to him.

Indiana is threatened with an epi­ 
demic of scarlet fever, according to 
the Statt* Board of Health. 
Dr. H ur­ 
ty , the secretary of the Board, has 
had information from several com­ 
munities ¡over the State to the effect 
that scarlet fever was prevalent in a 
mild form. 
“ Our report* show that the fever, 
so far, is mild, with few deaths,” 
said Dr. Huitv*. a* Indianapolis, this 
week , “ but the history of the disease 
shows (that it increases in virulence 
during the epidemic, if the people do 
not give their local health officer sup­ 
port whenever the disease seems to 
have obtained a slight foothold.” 
Rushville has at present one or two 
cases of scarlet fever.

In tiis ravings he had 
battered his head against the iron Itars 
and berth in the cell, and k ick ed them 
w ith'his feet until his face was smear­ 
ed with blood, and his lower limbs 
were tom and bruised. 
He had k ick ­ 
ed the toe uails from his toes, torn his 
clothes, and smeared his cell with 
blood. 
This afternoon, when Sheriff Bain- 
bridge, and Policemen Ry an aud Van­ 
siek le went to dros* him for the trip 
to Julietta, lie field them at ltay with a 
heavy shoe. 
He seemed possessed with 
superhuman strength and his ravings 
and muttering« were most pitiable. 
When the Republican representative 
approached the cell, 
Fritch hurled 
himself against the liars, beating them 
with the shoe and uttering oaths and 
the weirdest of shriek s. 
It is needless 
to say * that the rejKirter huried bey ond 
the danger line in a jiffy . 
The officers saw that it would be im- 
jxMsible to dress the man without giv­ 
ing him some sort of a drug. 
Dr. E. 
I. Wooden, the county phy sician was 
summoned, and upon his arrival, the 
cell door was oj» ened and a grand rush 
was made upon the maniac. 
Fritch 
struck a teriffie blow at policeman 
Vansiek le, with the shoe hut the offi­ 
cer dodged it and leaping upon’the man 
hurled him to the floor. 
The others 
were upon him iu an iustaut. 
Fritch 
was subdued after a hard struggle 
aud dragged into the passage.. 
Dr. 
Wooilen gave him a hy podermic injec­ 
tion which had the desired effect of 
putting the man to sleep In short or­ 
der. 
Ho was then dressed and tak en 
in a bus to the I 
A O. station, where 
lie was loaded, still limp and under 
the infiuenoe^of the drugs, upon the 
car. 
Sheriff Bainbridge has had several 
insane men to deal with, and say s 
that Fritch was almost a* dangerous 
as was Joy ce Northern, who bit the 
sheriff in a struggle at the jail about 
a y ear ago.

Persona lly 1 ha ve nev­ 
er seen either Mr. Wicka rd or Mr. 
| Murry, but ha ve been compelled to 


j rely on the sta tem ents of others a s to 
; the genuineness of the notes.” 
In his letter to Sherrick on Sept. 4. 
! dema nding his resigna tion, the gov­ 
ernor refers to the notes a s forgeries 
a nd sa ys the entire a mount is prob­ 
a bly lost to Sherrick a nd the sta te. 
La st night Wicka rd decla red empha ti­ 
ca lly tha t the notes a re gllt-edge a nd 
the governor could ha ve lea rned a s 
much if he ha d investiga ted properly. 
He sta ted tha t he will immedia tely 
bring suit a ga inst the governor for 
libel. 
He sa id tha t neither the gov­ 
ernor nor a ny of his representa tives 
ever ca lled on him rela tive to the 
notes: tha t he is genera l ma na ger of 
the Murry compa ny a nd a uthorized to 
sign the notes. 
Murry, he continued, 
ha s not been here for eighteen months 
a nd he ha s ha d full cha rge of the 
business. 
He sa id tha t Sherrick ca me 
to him a nd offered to lend him the 
money to ta ke up the compa ny’s in­ 
debtedness a t the Fletcher Na tiona l 
ba nk. 
The governor, he strongly in­ 
tima ted. by sta rting a n investiga tion 
a t the ba nk, a roused suspicion there 
a nd prevented him from ra ising mon­ 
ey to help a vert the cra sh for Sher­ 
rick.

j *83.33. The governor sa ys his investi- 
| ga t ion convinced him they were not 
worth more tha n $37,355.01. a s he sub­ 
sequently wrote Sherrick.

a mount he sa id there wa s $20.000 in 
the ba nk a t Cicero, a nd he sa id tha t 
he ha s since lea rned tha t a nother item 
of $18,000 a nd one of $3.000 ma y be 
rea lized on. 
He then wrote Sherrick

the ha nds of John heed, one of his 
deputies, to be held in trust for the

The governor sa ys Sherrick did not 
come to see him a fter receiving the 
; letter, but sea t a representa tive in­ 
forming him he ha o pla ced the securi­ 
ties with Reed. 
The la tter kept them

ed them over to the governor <>n de 
ma iul. He decided to hold them a s the 
property of the sta te a nd Immedia tely
